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The Dump Questions 


Attorney Busa of Woburn has asked 14 
questions, presumably of the town officials, 
to be discussed tonight in Wilmington’s 
special town meeting. Some, it can be said, 
are obviously from not understanding the 
call for bids - which was somewhat com- 
plicated. 

The question about state approves site - 
No. 11. What was asked of the bidders was 
a letter saying that they had a state ap- 
proved site in Wilmington - if they intended 
to use a Wilmington dump. Those bidders 
who were intending to hau! Wilmington rub- 
bish to some other site were not asked 
anything about the‘site, if it was not in 
Wilmington. ~ 

Admittedly the way the bid read, it was 
“complicated. 


Question No. 13 is one that perhaps has 
some value to it. What will happen to the 
rubbish collection of and from Wilmington 
industries? 

These collections are, of course, a matter 
of contract between the person who dis- 
poses of the rubbish and the firms involved. 
But it would be unpleasant if Wilmington in- 
dustries were forced to pay greater costs 
because of the changes being made. No one 
wants such a thing to happen. 

There is another question that Attorney 
Busa did not ask - call it 15. 

Where will Wilmington’s politicians run 
for office, if there is no Town Dump? The 
question is serious. The loss of the dump 
could be an awful blow. 


Tewksbury’s Police 


It must be remarked that the police in 
this part of Middlesex County are in general 
improving. There is more sophistication, 
and there is more professionalism. The 
reason, of course, is that the police of 
Middlesex County have an academy, in 
Lowell, to which many go, and the classes 
offered in Northeastern University. 

The improvement is to be thankfully 
noted by citizens and others. 

But, Tewksbury’s police ran up against 
men who were even more sophisticated two 
weeks ago, when three of the men in that 
department had a heart-to-heart talk with 
the Tewksbury selectmen. It was obvious 
from some of the remarks made that some 
of the Tewksbury police did not understand 
the ramifications of town government. 

Perhaps that is to be expected. Not many 
persons know about town government to- 
day, it is too complicated. It is not the sim- 
ple thing of which Thomas Jefferson spoke, 
200 years ago. 

The advice of the chairman of the 
selectmen, Mr. Boudreau was almost 
terribly candid, particularly for a town like 
Tewksbury.

Mr. Boudreau said that the police should 
“pack” the town meeting if they want 
something from the town. He was referring 
to equipment, but the same advice goes for 
wages, and not only for police personnel, 
but personnel im all departments. 

There are times, for instance, in 
Wilmington when one could say that the 
town employees are the major voting factor 
in the town meeting. Wilmington has a 
quorum of 150, and more sophisticated 
voters, by and large, Tewksbury has. 
Tewksbury is a town with the peculiar 
number of zero, for a quorum for a town 
meeting. 


It would be much easier for Tewksbury's 


police, or Tewksbury’s town employees to 
“pack"’ the town meeting that it is in 
Wilmi 


The answer stands out. From the view- 
point of the police - go and do it. From the 
viewpoint of the citizens - learn a little 
more - go to the town meeting, and find out 
how the government is really run. 

Otherwise the average citizen will find 
himself being ran by the town employees.

this point in the discussion. It 
seemed to say that the owner of 
the land, if he had three lots, would 
not make any extra financial gain 
than if he sold just the one lot as it 
had been before the appeal board 
decision. 


Cul de sac division 


Harding said he had no par- 
ticular argument with the division 
of a lot of land such as the one on 
Middlesex Avenue, if it were 
located at the end of a cul de sac. 
What he was objecting to was such 
a division, on a main highway. 

He was thinking of the 
possibilities of accidents. 

“If I were a smart lawyer,” he 
said, ‘I would buy that house (op- 
posite Federal Street) and sit on 
the front porch!" 


Default approval? 


Long after the discussions had 
started the planning board arrived 
at a point in which it agreed it 
would not sign the plan - and then it 
would have to go to the Town 
Clerk. 

After 14 days in the Town Clerk's 
office, they then noted, the clerk 
shall deem that approval is not 


required, and make such a state- 
ment. In other words, the planning 
board noted it will be a case, on or 
about August 10 of ‘approval by 
default.” That, they decided, 
would not do. 

Joel Gardiner rr ade another mo- 
tion, about the 10th or 12th that the 
board had considered, so far into 
the evening. The motion this time 
was to reconsider the vote not to 
sign. Harding very happily 
seconded it. 

Chairman Lou Maglio didn’t like 
the vote either. ‘We're going to 
get sued - going to court!” 

Finally, there was a vote on 
which all could agree. It was ona 
still later motion, and they agreed 
to have a vote on whether or not 
the plan required approval. 

If the plan was voted not to re- 
quire approval they would be, in 
effect approving of the division as 
the appeal board had made it. 
This, the final vote, was the result. 

The vote was three to two. 
Arthur Harding was still adamant, 
and voted Yes. He was joined, in 
the final vote, by Bill Hooper. 

The plan was signed at 10:18 
p.m. - one hour and 50 minutes 
after the argument started - but 
not by Harding nor Hooper.
